He was considerably gray, gave the 
ap p earan ce of being sixty-five or seven­ 
t y years of age and was about five feet 
a n d seven or eight inches tall, and r a t h ­ 
e r heavy.

Recent conferences of representatives 
of the Department of Agriculture with 
several lead pencil m a n u facturers have 
resulted in plans for testing new woods 
to find out whether they can be used in 
the pencil industry. 
According to s o m e 
of the m anufacturers, tile supply of red 
cedar, which 
furnishes practically all 
the wood for the annual output of some 
OOO,090 pencils, will be exhausted in 
fixe years. 
A sub stitu te must be found 
which xxiii whittle easily, which shall 
contain a large am ount of material free 
of knots, which shall not be porns, nor 
spongy, nor unduly hard, and which shall 
occur in sufficient quantities to meet the 
m a n u fa c tu rers ’ demand. 
In view of this and at the suggestion 
of the pencil makers, the Forest Service 
is to cooperate in a test of a number of 
National 
Forest woods. 
Among these 
to be tried are Rocky Mountain cedar, 
alligator juniper, western juniper, re d ­ 
wood, incense cedar, western cedar, Port 
Orford cedar, and Alaska cypress. Wood 
specimens collected I rom the National 
Forests will be sent to four leading m a n ­ 
ufacturers, who have agreed to make 
pencils o fthem. 
The m an u fa c tu rers 
xviii ke *p a record of the tests and report 
to the Forest Service the results, as 
well as their ju d g m e n t as to the fitness 
of the individual woods. 
'The Forest Service is assisting in this 
experim ent because there are on the N a t ­ 
ional Forests large q u antities of j u n i ­ 
pers and cedars which may be suitable 
for pencil m anufacture. 
F o r several of 
these woods no very valuable use has 
yet been discovered. 
Foresters believe 
t h a t in the future the woods from the 
National Forests max, to a considerable 
extent, corm* into use to supplement the 
diminishing stock of eastern woods, tin 
supply of which lins received no protec- 
i ion.

American census methods of o b tain in g a 
J count of the population aud the bureau 
authorities expect it to prove of great 
practical and scientific value. 
It insures g re a te r accuracy an d com ­ 
pleteness in the returns, as the heads of 
the families, who are generally the most 
reliable source of inform ation, are th e m ­ 
selves given sufficient o p p o rtu n ity in 
a d v an ce of the enumeration to examine 
deliberately and to answer exactly the 
census questions, 
In past censuses it 
was the case usually th a t the head of the 
fam ily was absent a t work when the 
Mi migrator called and reliance had to be 
placed on other members of the family, 
frequently se rv a n ts or children, or on 
neighbors, none of whom can be classed 
as d e pend&ble informants. 
The advance schedule will also u n ­ 
doubtedly prove of gre a t assistance to 
the enumerators. 
It will enable Diem to 
perform their work more expeditouslv 
and agreeably, and xx ill lessen tie* nu m ­ 
ber of cases involving repeated calls by 
t hem. 
It is the intention of the census a u t h ­ 
orities to confine the present scope of 
this

list of non-graduates included all who 
had ever studied at Yale for a longer 
or shorter time. The result is puzzling 
enough any way . 
Yale has produced 
23,000 alumni in the half century an 1 
in the same time nearly seven thou­ 
sand students were sent away without 
the coveted diploma. 
These non-grad 
uates are scattered all over the coun 
try , came from all kinds of secondary 
schools, good, bad and indifferent, and 
are credited to all departments of the 
university , though the medical school 
furnishes the largest percentage. Here 
50 per cent fail to get diplomas, thougu 
only 20 per cent failed In the academic 
department or college proper. 
If suc­ 
cess in life is measured by attaining 
standing in the professions and busi­ 
ness, the compilation tells largely In 
favor of the non-graduates. 
The per­ 
centage of them that have succeeded 
the arts, journalism and letters, In the 
ministry , in the public 
service, in 
every 
business but finance 
and in 
farming is higher than the percentage 
of successful graduates. 
The latter 
have ex celled only in education, the 
oth*r professions, finance and science, 
and their superiority is slight ex cept 
in law’ and 
engineering. 
Obviously 
graduates have been most successful 
In professions that ex act severe train­ 
ing, non-graduates most successful in 
those where it depends on natural en­ 
dowment.

Curio us Questio n lia ised in a Ca na 
dia n Co urt o f La w, 
A case of interest to new\spaper men 
came up before Chief Justice Meredith 
last month when J. B. MacKenzie, a 
Toronto 
lawy er, 
entered 
an 
action 
against the Toronto World and George 
M. Lee, its Osgood hall reporter, to 
obtain an injunction against the 
de­ 
fendants, restraining them from omit­ 
ting his name from reports of cases 
in which he may be engaged as coun­ 
sel or solicitor. 
Chief 
Justice 
Meredith 
took 
the 
stand that the World published the 
report for the Information and interest 
of its readers; that this report must 
necessarily be brief, but that so long 
as It was In no particular incorrect and 
contained no reflection in the nature 
of libel or improper statement of fact, 
the World had a right to publish what 
it pleased. 
In 
the present case, P rinter and 
Publisher states, the plaintiff did not 
claim that any Incorrect statement had 
been made or any thing in the nature 
of a libel published, but merely that 
the report was not full enough to slut 
him in that his name and connection 
with the case had been omitted from it. 
It really amounted to a complaint that 
the World had not given him the ben­ 
efit of advertising in connection with 
the case, and this, his lordship claim­ 
ed, Mr. MacKenzie could not compel 
the World to do. 
He suggested, hti 
morously , that a contract at so much 
a line be made to cover the situa­ 
tion. 
Mr. MacKenzie claimed, 
however, 
that the court had inherent right to 
deal with the matter, and that every ­ 
body should be placed upon the same 
footing or the reports ex cluded. 
He 
claimed that such an omission was an 
injury to his calling, in that solicitors 
from outside points would thus be hin­ 
dered from sending him retainers. His 
lordship dismissed the application for 
injunction, and Mr. MacKenzie inti 
mated that the m atter is not 
y et 
closed. 


When one purchases a dish of ice 
cream he buy s, in addition to the 
cream, 2,522,656,000 
germs 
and he 
eats that number when he consumes 
the ice cream, say s the New York 
correspondent of the Cincinnati E n­ 
q uirer. 
T hat is the num ber of mic­ 
robes found by Prof. F. H. Billings of 
the Kansas University , bacteriological 
laboratories, in 
ten cents worth of 
fresh ice cream. 
Prof. Billings has 
been 
conducting 
ex periments 
in 
germs in ice cream for six months, 
and his conclusions are that there are 
never fewer than 2,500,000,000 kicking 
sq uirming 
microbes in the 
average 
dish of real fresh 
ice cream—that 
which is not more than a day old. 
As the age of the cream increases 
the more bugs one gets for the same 
money . 
The smallest number of mic­ 
robes found in ice cream three day s 
old was 3,9 41,666.666. 
These figures 
are for the cleanest, purest and best 
of ice cream that Prof. Billings could 
buy . 
The number of microscopic or­ 
ganisms in cream 
prepared 
under 
none too strict sanitary conditions is 
very much greater than these figures 
show*. 
The university has just sent 
out a bulletin on the subject of germs 
in ice cream. 
This say s in part: 
“Cold is 
unq uestionably 
unfavor­ 
able to the activity of the germs, but 
the ex periments 
showed that germs 
are the most resistant to ex tremes of 
temperature of all known organisms. 
Often one thinks nothing of using ice 
from a river 
when one would not 
think of drinking the water from the 
same stream. 
The process of freezing 
removes some of the germs, but others 
will live In the ice all sum m er and 
have their activity restored when they 
are put into a pitcher with the ice to 
make a cooling drink. 
* The ex periments proved that germs 
Increased 
in number 
in stored ice 
cream. 
A sample of, fresh ice cream 
tested 
1 6,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
germs to the cubic 
centimeter. 
After three day s’ storage 
In a frozen state the number of germs 
In the same sample had gone up to 
2 5,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
to each cubic centimeter. 
"Tuberculosis germs have lived for 
forty -five 
day s in the laboratories 
w*hen they were kept at a temperature 
of 345 degrees belowr freezing. 
The 
germs lost none of their vitality or 
virulence in that time. 
Other germs 
have stood eq ually severe tests with­ 
out Injury . 
"Cold cannot be depended upon as a 
germ ex terminator, but tfie winter is 


i bad time for the microbes. 
They 
have fewer 
opportunities to get in 
their deadly work. 
The cold weather 
renders the germs less active and they 
are not so harmful. 
Sufficient use of 
Ice during the sum m er 
months will 
stop the ravages of the germs in warm 
weather. 
It is impossible to find milk 
that is free from germs. 
Some milk 
has many millions fewer germs than 
other milk, depending upon the sani 
tary conditions of the dairy and how 
the milk is handled. 
The filth germs 
kill m any bottle-fed infants, and in 
fant mortality is most prevalent in 
warm weather, 
when the germs are 
most active. 
Keeping the milk cold 
in warm weather does not reduce the 
number, in fact, It Increases the num 
ber, but it makes the germs less active 
and hence less harmful.” 


insular government at 
1,400,000,000 
cubic feet, nearly all of which is now 
going to waste. 
In 19 04 the bureau of 
forestry had record of some 39 6 dif­ 
ferent species; now the list has in­ 
creased to 665, the species being well 
mix ed. 
The City of Manila has a perfect 
sy stem of canals running in all direc­ 
tions. 
These canals are ex tremely val­ 
uable to business houses having their 
warehouse and go-downs along their 
banks. 
Cargoes are taken from the 
ships in tho bay and transferred by 
lighter over these streams and the 
goods landed in storehouses, ofttimes 
far back from the bay shore in the 
heart of the city . 
The city recently appropriated 
a 
large sum to ex tend, dredge out and 
deepen and to wall up this valuable 
sy stem. 
Persons are often transport­ 
ed from their homes into the shopping 
district by water, the covered bancas 
resembling the gondolas of inundated 
Venice. 
Small motor boats will event­ 
ually carry passengers and low' barges 
over these canals. 
There is sufficient Idle wrater power 
in the unharnessed mountain streams 
and falls In the islands to turn every 
wheel used 
in 
m anufacture in the 
archipelago. 
Several of these falls are 
located near Manila, and plans are 
already on foot to utilize their energy . 
There Is scarcely a province which 
has not from one to a dozen big water­ 
falls, nearly all of which will some 
day bo valuable to man in more way s 
than one.

The United States government for 
several y ears has been at an enormous 
annual ex pense in coaling in Japan 
the transpacific transports, war vessels 
and interisland fleets pertaining to the 
Philippine service, Cassier’s Magazine 
say s. 
Recently , 
however, the rich 
coal flolds in Baton. Rappu-Rappu and 
Cararay islands, in the Gulf of Albay , 
have been placed in operation. 
Lately President Taft ordered that 
Mango and Nagtagan islands be added 
to the government reservation com­ 
posed of Batan and adjacent islands. 
These islands, all situated closely to­ 
gether, though small, are nevertheless 
rich in a very fine grade of coal, the 
amount of which, it is known, will 
supply all needs for many y ears to 
come. 
There lies ahead of the hardw*ood 
and furniture industries of the Philip­ 
pines a splendid future. 
The islands 
possess the most beautiful woods in 
the world and they are reaching their 
development just at a time when the 
world Is looking for hardwoods. 
The 
timber Is not located in thick stands, 
but is w*ell scattered, covering, It has 
been estimated, an area aggregating 
40,000,000 acres. 
Of this great amount 
less than 1 per cent is under private 
ownership. 
Most of these wcods, which have no 
eq ual in richness of color, durability , 
brilliance of polish and size of tim ­ 
bers, are difficult 
to transport 
by 
water. 
Their tex ture is so close and 
their specific gravity so great th at they 
q ub'kly sink. 
Their weight averages about seventy - 
five pounds to the cubic foot; height, 
from 50 to 100 feet, their natural a n­ 
nual growth being estimated by the 


Mons. F. Bordas informs the French 
Academy of Sciences that very re m a rk­ 
able effects upon the color, and conse­ 
q uently the 
value, of germs of the 
cry stallized alumina variety m a y be 
produced by heat. 
Ex posure to a tem­ 
perature of 572 degrees Fahrenheit, 
maintained for a long time, causes the 
y ellow color of Oriental topaz and of 
artificial y ellow corundum to disap­ 
pear. 
The rare gem known as the Ori­ 
ental emerald may be produced by sub­ 
jecting a sapphire-blue stone to the 
temperature above mentioned. 
On the 
other hand, according to Bordas’ ex ­ 
periments, the cathode ray s have no 
effect upon the color of these stones. 
An ex planation of the m anner in 
which a soft steel disk revolving at 
a high velocity cuts hard steel has re­ 
cently been sought with the aid of 
microscopic inspection. The result cor­ 
roborates the view hitherto held that 
the material acted upon is heated at 
the place of contact to the fusing 
point, and then brushed away . 
The 
high temperature appears to be con­ 
fined very narrowly to the point of 
contact, so that a thin gash is cut. 
The temperature of the revolving disk 
does not rise so high, because of the 
large surface area of the disk. 
The 
part of the disk in contact is con­ 
tinually changing, while the frictional 
energy Is concentrated on a very small 
area of the material subjected to its ac­ 
tion. 
Notwithstanding the frauds recent­ 
ly practiced with regard to the m ak­ 
ing of diamonds by artificial processes, 
the possibility of thus producing these 
precious gems 
ex ists, 
and has fre­ 
q uently been demonstrated since the 
initial success of Professor Moissan. 
Sir William Crookes recently delighted 
an audience at the Roy al Institution 
by showing the process of making ar­ 
tificial diamonds from carbon dissolved 
in liq uid iron. 
The essentials are very 
high temperature, very high pressure, 
and pure iron as a solvent. 
The dia­ 
monds 
produced are only of micro­ 
scopic size, but they possess all the 
properties of na ture ’s own 
product, 
and when they are magnified about 30 
diameters with a microscope some of 
them present q uite a formidable ap­ 
pearance. 
In shape they recall tha 
famous Cullinan diamond, the largest 
known in the world. 
Engineers are now becoming confi­ 
dent of solving the problem of adjust­ 
ing the speed of the propeller to that 
of the turbine in ocean-going ships, on 
the basis of economical working for 
each. 
Hitherto the difficulty has been 
that the 
turbine 
req uires a much 
higher sj» eed of revolution than can be 
economically applied to the propelle- 
Rear 
Admiral 
Melville 
and J. H. 
Macalpine have devised a double heli­ 
cal spur gear which, as tested with a 
6.000 horse power turbine, seems to 
offer a practical solution of the diffi­ 
culty . 
It is pointed out that further 
ex periments will be needed in apply ing 
such a gear to turbines of nearly 
70.000 horse power, like those of the 
giant Mauretania, but hopes are 
>n- 
tertained of success. 
When the prob­ 
lem is completely solved, it is predict­ 
ed that the turbine will ‘practically 
wipe out the reciprocating engine for 
the propulsion of ships.”

fiats, in one single edifice, on the sum­ 
mit of the hill, the Boston Transcript 
say s. 
The site selected, which has been in 
the m arket for some y ears, is that of 
Ancaster House, a Georgian mansion 
of considerable Interest and an old- 
time hunting box of the duke of An­ 
caster, situated opposite the Star and 
Garter hotel and adjoining the park 
gates. 
The crown, on enfranchising 
the estate from copy hold, stipulated 
that buildings over a certain height 
should be set back fifty feet from the 
park, but outside th at distance there 
is no height limit, and the proposed 
structure, nearly 400 feet in length of 
the park frontage, would enjoy un­ 
paralleled views both over th at do­ 
main and the world-famed Richmond 
lilll scenery . 
The general idea is that the archi­ 
tecture shall approx imate to and fol­ 
low the leading features of well known 
lofty edifices in New York, and be 
fitted with appliances for lux ury and 
domestic economy q uite novel to this 
country . 
There is nothing of this 
character at present in England, and 
the promoters say that should 
the 
scheme be carried out Richmond w*ill 
at all events benefit, as its vast nat­ 
ural beauties have not sufficed to save 
It from a lack of material prosperity 
which has been creeping over it for 
some y ears past. 
Lovers of natural 
beauty , however, may have something 
to say . 
Ancaster House was given 
to 
Sir 
Lionel Darell by George III., who used 
to make a stay there every week. More 
recently it was the residence of Sir 
Francis Burdett.

Crack the Bank and Get Away on a 


Freight Train, but Telep hone Mes­ 


sage to Next Station Puts Posse 


Guard and the Crack smen Are Over­ 


p owered After a Battle in Which 


Three of the Men Are Wounded. 


Coal City, 111., Ap ril 8.—Five mask ed 
bandits escap ing with $7,000 stolen 
from the Bank of Coal City, exchanged 
shots with a p osse, three of the rob­ 
bers being wounded and cap tured. 
T he m arauders entered town on a 
freight train and began op erations by 
tying Barney Ghetto, a night w atch­ 
man. and W ashington Frye, night en 
gineer of the electric p lant. Then they 
blew up the hank building and safe 
and after rifling the contents of the 
vault, leap ed up on a Santa Fe freight 
train with their p lunder. 
Three hours later three men suffer­ 
ing from gunshot wounds were a rre st­ 
ed a t Morris. 
The wounds were re 
ceived when a p osse formed and came 
up with the fugitives. 
As the train 
carrying the bandits p ulled out of the 
town Ghetto succeeded in cutting his 
bonds and Dished to the telep hone, no­ 
tifying Eugene Miller, a w atchm an at 
J Mazeon, seven miles south of here, 
and he, with Dr. E. D. W atts, who was 
at the station at the time, lay in wait 
for the robbers. 
W atts 
with a rep eating shotgun 
carried a revolver. 
At Mazeon the freight stop p ed to 
switch cars. 
The bandits leap ed from 
the train and hid in a clump of shrub­ 
bery near the track . 
Miller and the 
p hysician discovered their hiding p lace 
and op ened fire, which was p romp tly 
returned, about twenty-five shots be­ 
ing exchanged. 
When the train s ta rt­ 
ed the bandits leap ed aboard and again 
escap ed. 
The sheriff at Morris was 
notified. 
Several 
automobiles 
were 
p ressed into service, and when the 
train came to a stop at Verona, near 
Morris, tlie cars were searched by the 
sheriff and his men. 
Three of the fu­ 
gitives were found in an em p ty car. 
AH were wounded. The other two had 
fled. 
It is believed they leap ed off the 
moving train from the side op p osite 
the p osse and escap ed with the booty.

Ap ril 8.—In an effort to 
dislodge Frank lin MacVeagh of Illinois 
from his p lace at the head of the trea s­ 
ury dep artm ent strong p olitical p res­ 
sure will be brought to bear on the 
adm inistration. 
C ertain Rep ublican leaders in the 
house and in the senate did not ap ­ 
p rove when Mr. MacVeagh was named 
for the treasury p ortfolio, and they 
never have been reconciled to the ap ­ 
p ointment. 
M utterings are heard on 
Cap itol Hill that Secretary MacVeagh 
refuses to “harm onize” in a p olitical 
way with sup p orters of the adm inis­ 
tration. 
President Taft has heard of 
the com p laints made against his sec­ 
retary of the treasury.

MacVeagh in selecting his assistants 
has not consulted p arty leaders.

“As tuberculosis is preventable,” said 
Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of the state 
board of health, “it seem s like a great 
sin for so much of it to exist.

ulosis is an expression of wrong living, 
of violation of th e laws of our well­ 
being. 
Tuberculosis has a bearing 
upon crime, insanity, pauperism, or­ 
phanage, widowhood and feeble m ind­ 
edness.

RAILROAD NOTES, f 


The Panhandle will be a link in a 
coast to coast railroad system, the 
Pennsylvania, of which the Panhandle 
is a part, having as its ultimate ob­ 
ject the Pacific coast, according to 
word from San Francisco. 
The plan, 
it is said, is for the union of the Santa 
Fe and the Pennsylvania. 
The Penn­ 
sylvania has begun the purchase of 
the Santa Fe stpek with the view of 
getting control of the road, it is claim­ 
ed, and although there is no official 
authority for the statement, both San 
Francisco and New York bond houses 
that have recently entered the market 
for securities of the two companies are 
responsible for the statement. 


Statistics of the performance of the 
Baltimore and Ohio R ailroads’s elec-! 
trie signal system for 1909, just com­ 
piled by F. P. Patenall, signal engi- j 
neer of the road, show a marvelous 
percentage of efficiency, and, compared 
with oil-burning signals, great econ­ 
omy in operation. On the W ashing­ 
ton Branch, between Baltimore and 
Washington, the 69 lamps were light­ 
ed and extinguished 1,259,250 times, 
while on the Metropolitan Branch, be­ 
tween Washington nnd Germantown, 
Md., the 38 lamps were lighted and 1 
extinguished 208,0.50times, and during 
the year there were but 9 failures, 4 
being caused by lightning and 5 by 
films burning out. 
The Baltimore and j 
Ohio Railroad has had in operation 
since 1907 the system of electric light­ 
ing for signal lamps, patented by F. 
P. Patenall and G. H. 
Dry den, the 
results being very satisfactory. 


With holding 
of $10,000,000 the 
Pennsylvania already has two direc­ 
tors on the Santa Fe board, and ac­ 
cording to reports from New York, 
will shortly have another. 
Such a 
merger, as outlined, would give a to­ 
tal line trackage of more than 24,000 
miles, and would bring into being the j 
strongest competitor by which the Un­ 
ion Pacific and Southern Pacific have 
ever been confronted. 


Railroad men admit that soon the 
use of wooden poles to carry telegraph 
lines and wooben posts for right of 
way fence will be abandoned. 
The in­ 
creasing cost of telegraph poles and 
their short life is putting them out of 
possibility. 
In the western country, 
especially, where lires are more fre­ 
quent than in this country, the loss of 
poles increases the expense of main- 
tainence. 
Reinforced concrete is said 
to make a pole or post more lasting 
and more sightly than the 
material 
soon to be abaudoned.

IS FLESH FOOD ESSENTIAL TO MAN? 


B y Dr. David Paulson. 
The fact that thousands of working men 
are temporarily adopting a nonflesh dietary 
naturally raises the practical question as to 
what extent flesh food is really essential for 
health, strength and endurance. 
The result 
of this experiment, carried out on such a large 
scale, may yet prove to be a greater contribu­ 
tion of popular dietetics than even its influ­ 
ence on the market prices, 
iu - ut-ad of the laboratory at the University of Brus­ 
sels made a similar investigation on the flesh eating and 
nonflesh eating students, and he reports that in endur­ 
ance the non flesh eaters surpassed the meat eat ers from 
50 to 200 per cent. 
They also found that the vegetar­ 
ians recuperated from fatigue far more quickly than 
the meat eaters, hence this great authority recognized 
the nonflesh plan as the best system for workingmen. 
How often we hera the expression that a certain man 
is as “strong as a T urk!” 
And those who have seen a 
Turkish porter fling a heavy trunk unaided upon his 
shoulders will do well to remember that these men rare­ 
ly taste flesh food in any form whatever. George Allen, 
the man who walked a thousand miles across England 
and Scotland in seventeen days and a few hours, outdis­ 
tancing his flesh eating rival by nearly seven days, was 
a strict vegetarian. 
The Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis says: 
“A little fruit, 
a little cereal and wheaten bread, a glass of milk— 
these are within the reach of all, even the poorest la­ 
borer; anything more is at the peril of the eater.” 
It is more than likely that if several hundred thou­ 
sand workingmen shall carry out their present resolu­ 
tion to live without meat for a couple of months half 
of them will experience so much benefit that they will 
continue the experiment indefinitely.

In an endeavor to check the apparent decline of farming in England, 
economists and legislators are crying “back to the land,” and there is a 
sincere attempt to put into practical operation the smail-holdings act of 
Parliament, which took effect Jan. 1, 1908. 
It is perhaps too early to de­ 
termine whether or not the act is to prove successful. 
The reports con­ 
cerning it are diverse, the large land holders naturally taking the position 
that it is burdensome, impractical and visionary, w'hile the comparatively 
few farmers who have acquired small holdings under the act have not had 
sufficient time to demonstrate the effectiveness of the plan as a solution of 
the problem to encourage agricultural production and turn the unemployed 
in the cities to pastoral pursuits. 
According to Frank W. Mahin, United States consul at Nottingham, vari­ 
ous obstacles have been encountered, chiefly the difficulty of finding practic­ 
able land and in the selection of suitable tenants. 
That there is, however, 
a demand for the land and that many people are willing to make the experi­ 
ment of farming on their own account, is shown in Nottingham, where a 
total of 4,059 acres have been asked for by 243 applicants. 
Of these appli­ 
cations 124 were found to be acceptable, their requirements totaling 1,285 
acres. 
Of this amount but 511 acres have been acquired. 
To be sure, many 
offers of land were received, but much of it was unsuitable for agricultural 
purposes or the prices asked were deemed too high. 
This is to be remedied 
in the near future, however, as one owner of an immense estate has de­ 
clared his intention of cutting 4,000 acres into small holdings/ 
Proponents of the plan insist that the small holdings idea is bound to 
win, and that it promises to solve the agriculural problem, while at the same 
time doing much to relieve distress and wretchedness. 
In any event the ex­ 
periment is interesting and will be closely watched by economists throughout 
the world.

Indian*« of Mexico City Have Been 
Selling Beal Antique« to Tourist«. 
Tourists and curio buyers in Mexico 
City have for years been made to be­ 
lieve they were experiencing the ex­ 
quisite sensation of being humbugged 
by fake Aztec idol collectors, when in 
reality they have been fooled all along 
with the genuine article. 
This discovery has been made by 
Prof. William Niven of Cuernavaca and 
Mexico City, who has given years to 
the study of the fossilized remains of 
the ancient inhabitants of Mexico, says 
an exchange. 
Mr. Niven has recently 
discovered the Indians at w'ork in a 
treasure house of buried Mexican pot- 
U ry, idols and similar remains some 
miles w'est of Mexico City, which they 


h a v e been marketing on the streets of 
Mexico City for years. 
As it has been taken for granted 
that these objects were modern imita­ 
tions and prices were cut down in ac­ 
cordance, the Indians have fallen in 
with the humor and found it more 
profitable and quicker to let the buyer 
dc his own sizing up of the antique 
value of the curio. 
However, Mr. Niven was surprised to 
find among the number of such objects 
purchased by himself several that tore 


unmistakable signs of great age. Curi­ 
ous pieces of pottery purchased by him 
on the streets had become of great 
hardness, and to show a high degree 
of petrification that 
must have re­ 
quired, not centuries, but thousands of 
years. 
Questioning the venders he has been 
shown where they were dug. The place 
is some miles west of Tacuba. 
The 
diggings show that the Indians have 
been exploiting the mounds for many 
years. 
Skulls have been found that possess 
peculiar anthropological value, show­ 
ing a type of people entirely different 
in the structure and shape of their 
skulls from any other before found. 
Mr. Niven believes that the numer­ 
ous heads and faces of burned clay 
represent family portraits and were 
employed 
for 
similar purposes for 
which photographs are now used.

NIGHT TOILERS IN BANKS. 


Some Money Repositories Work Cler- 
leal Force» Continuously. 
Four big banks in the Wall street 
district resemble the great gold mines 
of the West in one striking feature, 
Harper’s Weekly 
says. 
They 
have 
three eight-hour shifts of toilers, and 
the work never stops. 
One set takes 
up the routine where the other leaves 
off. 
All night long, Sundays and holi­ 
days, a staff of men in each of thes * 
banks is busy opening thousands of 
letters, sorting and listing innumera-, 
ble checks and drafts that represent 
fabulous sums of money and getting 
them ready for the day force, which is 
the only one the public comes in con­ 
tact with or ever hears about. 
If this 
work was not carried on incessantly 
the banks would soon be overwhelmed 
with a mountainous accumulation of 
detail. 


iw o shifts—the “scouting force," as 
they call themselves—work between 5 
in the afternoon and 9 the next morn­ 
ing. 
Each bank has a big drawer in 
the 
general 
postoffioe.. 
Messengers 
clear this of its letters every hour all 
night long. 
Three thousand letters a 
day is the average mail of one of these 
large banks. Two-thirds of it comes in 
during the night. 
These letters, in 
the case of one of the biggest of these 
banks, contain from 35,000 to 40,000 
cheeks and drafts. 
At times these in- 
clesures represent as much as $30, 
000,000. 
Rarely does the total fall be­ 
low $20,000,000. 
The letters are opened as fast as 
they are received, the cheeks are count­ 
ed and the totals verified with the 
footings of the lists. 
The letters are 
then stamped, w'hich shows that they 
have been “ proved in.” as the banks 
call it. 
After that they are turned 
over to the clerks, who send out the 
formal acnowledgments of the remit­ 
tances 
they 
contain. 
The various 
checks are assorted according to the 
numbers of the books in which they 
are to be entered and otherwise; the 
sight drafts are grouped according to 
the routes of the bank’s messengers 
and all is made ready for turning the 
night's accumulation over to the day 
force, so it may be handled by it as 
expeditiously as possible. 
Each of these shifts of night work 
ers at the 
banks 
consists of from 
twelve to t-wenty .men. 
Some banks 
get along with but one extra set of 
clerks at night. 
These come on duty 
at midnight and leave at 8 a. m. 
This 
plan of working all night long in jr- 
der to keep up with the tremendous 
amount of business that comes in by 
mail was inaugurated about five years 
ago. The first bank that tried it found 
that so much valuable daytime was 
saved that one institution after an 
otner took it up, until now there are 
four that have these three eight-hour 
shifts of clerks, and several more who 
work only a part of the night.

Among the natural enemies of rats 
are the larger hawks and owls, skunks, 
fox es, coy otes, weasels, minks, dogs, 
cats and ferrets. 
Probably the great­ 
est factor in the increase of rats, mice 
and other destructiv e rodents in the 
United States has been the p ersistent 
killing off of the birds and m am m als 
that p rey up on them. 
Animals th at 


011 the whole are decidedly beneficial, 
since they subsist up on harm ful in­ 
sects and rodents, are habitually de­ 
stroy ed by some farmers and sp orts­ 
men because they occasionally kill a 
chicken or a game bird. 
The v alue of carniv orous animals 
and the larger birds of p rey in destroy ­ 
ing rats should be more fully recog­ 
nized, esp ecially by the farmer and 
the game p reserv er. 
Rats actually de­ 
stroy more p oultry and game, both 
eggs and y oung chicks, than all the 
birds and wild mammals combined, y et 
some of our most useful birds of p rey 
and carniv orous mammals are p erse­ 
cuted almost to the p oint of ex tinction. 
An 
enlightened 
p ublic 
sentiment 
should cause the rep eal of all bounties 
on these animals and afford p rotection 
to the majority of them. 
Rats are wild beasts, and are among 
m an ’s worst enemies. 
There should 
be incessant and uncomp romising war 
against them. 


T e x t u r e o f t h e F l e e c e . 
Wool substance is what the wool 
grower is looking for, p rov ided it is 
not made up of too coarse fibers, which 
is not usually the case. 
Density and 
fine fibers are usually associated. 
A dense fleece may usually be recog­ 
nized in sev eral way s. 
A fine close 
fleece generally is more oily than a 
coarse flbered one. 
An oily fleece is a 
dust catcher, and usually p resents a 
dark, gummy outer ap p earance. 
Sec- 
ondly , a close fleece 
sep arates into 
small areas when the mass of the fleece 
is stroked 
with 
the 
hand, while a 
coarse fleece p resents 
larger 
areas 
when handled in the same manner. 
Ap p earance frequently is alone suffi­ 
cient to distinguish 
the 
fluffy 
op en 
fleece from the close fleece. 
The most satisfactory way of de­ 
termining 
density is by grasp ing a 
handful of wool as It grows on the 
sheep . 
If there is substance to the 
wool, a handful is secured, if substance 
is lacking the hand will not be full. 
This test for density can be ap p lied 
rap idly in a flock and is v ery satis­ 
factory . 
A dense fleece is v aluable not alone 
for the increase in quantity of wool 
but for the p rotection that it affords 
the animal from the elements and the 
dust and chaff that flies about in the 
y ards where they are fed. 
It is only 
necessary to comp are the op en and the 
close fleece to ap p reciate this differ­ 
ence. 


S t a r t i n g C u c u m b e r « F a r l y . 
Fill four-inch p ots with rich p otting 
comp ost and set them closely in a 
frame. 
Plan three or four cucumber 
seed in each p ot and then sift fine 
soil ov er the whole and water well. 
Keep the glass rather close till they 
germinate and as they get a rough leaf 
thin to two p lants in a p ot. 
Protect the frames from sudden cold, 
and finally when the p lant* are well 
established and the 
weather settled, 
turn the balls out and set the p lants 
in well manured hills. 
This will ad­ 
v ance the crop v ery materially . 
The 
same method can be used with canta­ 
loup es. 
Lima beans started in this 
way can be succesi'ully transp lanted to 
the p oles, and the p ots are far better 
than the inv erted sods so often ad­ 
v ised. 


1‘r o p e r C o a s t r u e t i o n o f C h i m n e y . 
A chimney built up from joists or 
brackets is alway s a source of danger 
because of the liability of cracks from 
sp ringing of the timbers.

claim that dry fodder is good enough 
and that although the cattle do not 
eat all of it they eat that which con­ 
tains the most nourishment, 
it is a 
readily conceded fact that there will 
be waste in connection with 
fodder 
ev en in its best form. 
The Indiana Ex p eriment Station has 
shown that this waste v aries from 20 
to 35 p er cent. 
The same authority 
tells us that cattle will consume all of 
the silage if it is not fed in ex cessiv e 
quantities. 
F urther than this, the si­ 
lage goes to them in the shap e thak 
p rov ides a succulent feed most nearly 
sup p lementing the condition of p as­ 
ture. 
it is generally accep ted that the 
dairy cow does best when up on fresh 
grass. 
Granted that this is the case, 
the more nearly y ou can p roduce fresh 
grass 
conditions the better will be 
y our returns and the more p rofitable 
dairy ing will be. 
After all, when y ou come to figure 
the work of shocking corn, drawing it 
to the shredder, p utting the grain in 
the crib and shredded fodder in the 
mow, there is little difference between 
the work necessary for filling the silo 
and getting the dry feed ready for 
feeding. 
There is another p oint to be taken 
into consideration and that is the fact 
that the grain in the silage is all ready 
f o r feeding without grinding. 
If the 
grain is to be fed in connection with 
the shredded fodder, it will be neces­ 
sary to grind or chop It at least.
